Offer Documents to Show 
That Hitler Falsified 
Ship Tonnages, Trained 
U-Boat Crews in Hide- 
outs Outside Reich. 


NUERNBERG, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Secret German activity to violate 
the Versailles peace treaty by the 
undercover construction of a navy 
and air force was disclosed today 
by American prosecutors at the 
war crimes trial of 20 Nazi lead- 


ers. 
Documents were laid before the 


four-power tribunal as evidence 
that, from his earliest days of 
power, Adolf Hitler falsified pub- 
lic reports of battleship tonnages, 
built submarines and trained U- 
boat crews in isolated hideouts in 
Spain, Finland and Holland and 


rebuilt the German air force un- 
der the guise of a commercial 
aviation program. 

Reichsmarshal Hermann Goer- 
ing and Grand Adm. Erich Raeder 
grinned at one point as Assistant 
Prosecutor Sidney 8. Alderman 
read from a list of instructions to 
Nazi diplomats on how to parry 
questions of other countries about 
the Reich's armament prograni. 

The instructions “apparently 
cause the defendants considerable 
amusement,” Alderman com- 
mented. 

Navy Plan for Power. 

Charging that German scheming 
to violate the Versailles Treaty 
started “soon after World War egg 
Alderman submitted documents 
which he said proved that in the 
very month that Hitler came to 
power, the German navy proposed 
building a great arms industry by 
selling munitions to other na- 
tions. 

The proposal was made in a Pec- 
ommendation signed by Raeder in 
1933, he said. Raeder listened at- 
tentively as Alderman read an- 
other memorandum, dated in 1934, 
in Raeder’s handwritingyywhich 
said: 

“The commander in chief of the 
Navy expresses the opinion that 
later on the fleet must anyhow be 
developed to oppose England... . 

“The Fuehrer demands to keep 
construction of U-boats completely 
gecret also, in consideration of the 
Saar plebiscite.” . 

Alderman also presented a s8e- 
cret document detailing early 
plans to re-occupy the Rhineland 
in violation of the Versailles 
Treaty—an act which Hitler car- 
ried out without opposition in

Poison Gas Production. 

The role which Goering and 
the I. G. Farben Company played 
in Germany's prewar production 
of poison gas and munitions was 
emphasized in a document which 
Alderman said was written by 
German Gen. Thomas. Only part 
of the manuscript was read into 
the court record, | 

“Field Marshal Goering ordered 
the drafting of a plan for the 
manufacture of gunpowder and ex- 
plosives in 1988 and charged Gen- 
eral Director Krauch of I. G. Far- 
ben with its execution,” the docu- 
ment said. “This plan... the 
so-called ‘Karinhall’ plan, sched- 
uled the creation of a capacity 
of 12,000 tons of gunpowder a 
month, 19,000 tons of explosives

People Must Be Made to Realize Guilt, 


Declares Eisenhower’s Successor in 
Assuming New Command. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 
27 (AP)—Gen. Joseph T. McNar- 
ney predicted today that Germany 
would be occupied at least 10 years 
and probably longer. He spoke at 
a press conference as he assumed 
command of American troops in 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, new 
Army chief of staff. 

McNarney said the whole Army 
policy would be directed toward 
turning the military government 
over to a civilian administration 
as soon as possible. He said the 
civilian who would direct the pro- 
gram had not yet been chosen. 

Maj. Gen. Harold R. Bull will 
become chief of staff in the Euro- 
pean theater, succeeding Lt. Gen, 
Walter Bedell Smith, McNarney 
said Eisenhower had requested 
that Smith be released within 
three weeks to assume a new posi- 
tion in Washington. 

Speaking of his policy for Ger- 
many, McNarney told the corre- 


the European theater succeeding. 


spondents: 

“IT haven't forgotten who started 
this war and that the German 
people as a whole supported it 
wholeheartedly. They must be 
made to realize it was their re- 
sponsibility and is their debt.” 

He predicted the rehabilitation 
of Europe would take a long time. 
He said he thought the standard 
of living could be raised above 
prewar levels “if we have time.” 

“This goal can be achieved even- 
tually if the nations involved work 
together long enough,” McNarney 
said. “The biggest problem is get- 
ting four different nations to 
agree on a single co-ordinated 
policy.” 

McNarney asserted he would be 
happy to see every member of the 
Nazi party reduced to a common 
day laborer. 

On the subject of censorship, he 
said: “My policy as far as news 
is concerned is that the war is 
over and you are entitled to print

Word ‘Men’ Changed to 
‘Persons’ in Main Provision 
on Qualifications.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 27 — 
Passage of a series of bills author- 
izing the selection of women to 
serve on juries was completed in 
the Senate today, the House hav- 
ing passed the bills several months 
ago. They now go to the governor 
for his signature. 
Eleven bills were required to 
make all the changes necessary in 
the statutes to provide for women 
jury service. Four were passed in 
the Senate today, the others to be 
taken up later, but the main bill 
of the series was in the four. This 
merely changes the word “men” to 
the word “persons” in the general 
law setting up the qualifications 
of jurors. 
Until the adoption of the new 
Constitution, the Legislature was 
powerless to change the laws to 
permit women to sit on juries.

PITY COUNSELOR 
HOLDS POLICE 
UNION ILLEGAL 


Tells Board Its Duty Is 
to” Take Disciplinary 

. Action Against All 
Who Have Joined. 


City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler, in an opinion requested 
by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, held today that formation 
of a labor union among employes 
of the Police Department was il- 
legal, and it is the duty of the 
board to take disciplinary action 
against employes who joined the 
union, in accordance wéth the 
rules in the Police Manual, 

Rules of the Police Department 
prohibit members from joining 
any labor union under penalty of 
dismissal, 

Impractical to Fire 900, 


Stemmler, who agreed it would 
be impractical to dismiss the ap- 
proximately 900 members of the 
department who have joined the 
AFL American Federation of 
State, County and State Em- 
ployes, gave the board opinions 
on four other questions asked of 
him, They follow: 

Members of the department 
have the right to gather in 
peaceful assembly for their com- 
mon good, , The Police Depart- 
ment rule fPrbidding this is “un- 
reasonable, unenforceable and 
invalid,” 

Police do not have the right 
to solicit funds or signatures 

with a view of forming a union, 

Policemen must give informa- 
tion about and ask advice of the 
Chief of Police concerning the 
organization of any association 
among themselvés. 

Policemen may choose repre- 
sentatives among their number 
to represent them in consulta- 
tion with the board or the Chief 
of Police. 

“Is Just Ground for Action.” 
In his opinion on the legality of 
a union of policemen, Stemmler 
said, “the banding together of the 
members of the police force in a 
labor union is so foreign to the 
fundamental conception of the na- 
ture of police forces that it is my 
opinion that it is the duty of the 
board to take the position that 
membership in a labor union is just 
ground for disciplinary action as 
outlined in the police manual.” 
Pointing out that he wished to 
be practical and exercise common 
sense, Stemmler said, “the rizht 
to strike, against the people is 
repulsive) as evidenced by their 
(the union’s) provision that it 
shall not have the right to strike.

REFERRAL BOARD 
REJECTS PLEA TO 
WIDEN AID GIVEN 
TOVETERANS HERE 


Members Defend Pro- 
gram, Say Returned 
Service Men Do Not 
Complain—Mayor In- 
dorses Center’s Work. 


Members of the board of direc- 
tors of the Veterans’ Information 
and Referral Center yesterday pre- 
sented an elaborate defense of 
their own operations, mostly on 
the ground that “the veteran him- 
self is not complaining.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, after 
listening to the defense, and be- 
cause, he said, “no letters from 
individual veterans complaining of 
the service they have obtained at 
the Center have been received by 
my office,” indorsed the Center, 
situated in the Old Courthouse. 

An urgent plea by Rabbi Julius 
Gordon of Congregation Shaare- 
Emeth, that gervices needed by 
veterans be concentrated at the 
Center as much as possible, and 
that business men of St. Louis 
organize to help veterans get jobs 
that fit their talents and training, 
was ignored. John J. Griffin, 


president of the Center board, said 
this idea already had been “sur- 
veyed” and rejected, “for the pres- 
ent.” 


Called by Kaufmann. 

The meeting at the Mayor’s of- 
fice had been called by Mayor 
Kaufmann following widespread 
criticism that the present Veter- 
ans’ Information and Referral 
Center is inadequate to the task 
of fitting returned veterans back 
in civilian life on a par with 
those who have not been gone for 
several years, and that, because it 
confines its services to giving ad- 
vice, veterans must still go else- 
where to get the services they 
need. Several members of the 
board declared they could do a 
better job if they had more money 
to spend. 

Mayor Kaufmann said: “I per- 
sonally favor financial participa- 
tion by the city in the operation 
of the Veterans’ Center, if it is 
necessary and needed.” He added, 
however, that the city had “never 
been asked, officially, for funds,” 
and offered no suggestions as to 
where city funds would come 
— or what they would be used 
or, 

“No Job for Politicians.” 

Implied opposition to city par- 
ticipation in the Center was con- 
tained in a statement at the 
meeting by George C. Smith, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce, that “this is no job 
for politicians.” 

For the most part, the meeting 
consisted of a presentation of rea- 
sons why the Center could not do 
a more effective job, and a de- 
fense of its present operations. 
Congress was blamed for not ap- 
propriating sufficient funds for 
federai agencies operating in St.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Cordell Hull today branded as “an 
infamous charge” the inference in 
an Army inquiry board's report 
that the note he handed Japanese 


“peace” ambassadors Nov. 26, 
1941, touched the button that 


started the Pacific war on Dec, 
7, 1941, 

The former Secretary of State, 
testifying before a Senate-House 


committee inquiring into the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor, as- 
sailed in vigorous language the 
interpretations made by the Army 
board. 

“I -sat under that infamous 
charge fer months when every 
reasonable-minded person knew 
that the Japanese were attempt- 
ing at that time to get control 
of the Pacific,” Hull declared. 

“Somebody who knows little 
about what was going on and who 
cares less, says, ‘Why didn’t the 
United States make concessions 
and keep us out of war?’” he 
continued. 

“Any reasonable person knows 
that the Japanese were bent on 
attack and knows that we could 
not have stopped them unless we 
had laid down like cowards.” 

Has to Restrain Himself. 

Hull paused once to remark that 
if he could express himself in the 
language he would like to use all 
“religious-minded” persons would 
have to leave the hearing room. 

He said in response to a ques- 
tion by Senator Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois, that he had not been 
called to testify before the Army 
board, but had furnished it with 
some documents. 

He said he had been “gratui-

Hurley announced his resigna- 
tion in a 1500-word statement con- 
taining frequent charges that ca- 
reer diplomats and some State 
Department officials were block- 
ing attainment of expressed United 
States war aims. 

Hurley said the United States 
'“began the war with the principles 
of the Atlantic Charter and de- 
-mocracy as our goal.” He added: 
_ “We finished the war in the Far 
East furnishing lend-lease supplies 
‘and using all our reputation to 
undermine democraey and bolster 
imperialism and Communism.” 

The retiring Ambassador said he 
agreed entirely with the outline of 
American foreign policy which 
President Truman made in his 
Navy Day address, but stated that 
“professional diplomats in the 
lower echelons were frustrating 
attainment of announced policy 
aims.”

Speech Confirms Halders’ Thesis That Wehr- 


macht High Command Was Created as 


Party’s Political Organ—General Paid 
High Tribute to Hitler’s Military Genius.

TRONG confirmation of a thesis advanced by Col. Gen. Franz 
Halder, chief of the German Army Gencral Staff from 1938 to 
1942, as reported in a recent series of Post-Dispatch articles, 


emerged from an exhibit filed this morning with the international 
military tribunal by Assistant United States Prosecutor Sidney S. 


Alderman of Washington. 

It was a lecture delivered Nov. 
7, 1943, at Munich before all Reich 
Jeaders and Gauleiters by Col. 
Gen, Alfred Gustav Jodl, who was 
then chief of the Wehrmacht Gen- 
eral Staff on the western front. 
Halder’s view was that Adolf Hit- 
ler set up the Wehrmacht su- 
preme command with Field Mar- 
sha] Wilhelm Keitel at its head as 
the Nazi party’s political and rev- 


olutionary organ inside the armed 
forces. According to this scheme, 
the role of Keitel and Jodl, who 
was chief of the organization's 


operations bureau, was that of 
driving the “intuitions” of the 
Fuehrer as a military commander 
-down the skeptical throats of the 
Army General Staff. 

Jodl’s lecture, the purpose of 
which was to inspire confidence in 
wictory, cawte after the surrender 
of the German Sixth Army at 
Stalingrad, the landings in Africa 
which forced Germany out of that 
continent, and the invasion and 
downfall of Italy. The Allied at- 
tack on Normandy was only seven 
months away. 

. Tribute to Nazism. 

Though staff officers like Keitel 
and Jodl were forbidden by the 
traditions of their caste from 
joining any political organization, 
Gen. Jod! in his lecture paid warm- 
est tribute to the Nazi party and 
concluded by paying enthusiastic 
homage to Hitler. “All thoughtful 
regular soldiers,” Jodl began, “re- 
alize what an important part has 
been played by the National So- 
cialist movement in reawakening 
the will to fight, in nurturing 
fighting strength and in rearming 
the German people. In spite of all 
the virtue inherent in it, the nu- 
merically small Reichswehr would 
never have been able to cope with 
this task.” | 

The Reichswehr was the 100,000- 
man professional Germany army 
authorized by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, 

Situation Difficult. 

Confessing that he was bound 
quite candidly to describe the mili- 
tary situation as difficult and 
that he expected further severe 
crises, Jodi declared his principal 
grotnd for confidence in final 
victory was based on the fact that 
“at the head of Germany stands 
a man who by his entire develop- 
“ment, his desire and striving can 
only have been destined by fate 
to lead our people into a brighter 
future.” 

The speaker continued: “In de- 
fiance of all views to the con- 
trary, I must here testify that 
he is the soul not only of the 
political but also of the military 
conduct of the war and that the 
force of his will power and the 
creative riches of his thought ani- 
mate and hold together the whole 
of the German armed forces with 
respect to strategy, organization 
and munitions of war. The union 
of political and military command 
which is so important is personi- 
fied by him in a way such as has 
never been known since the days 
of Frederick the Great.” 

Takes Dig at Staff. 

Jodl then took a dig at the 
German Army General Staff by 
means of a citation from Clause- 
witz: “The most perfect General 
Staff with the most correct views 
and principles does not in itself 
represent perfect leadership of an 
army if the soul of a great gen- 
eral is missing.” Finally, the 
lecturer declaimed, “at this hour 
I wish to testify not from the 
_ lips, but from my deepest heart 
that our trust and faith in the 
Fuehrer is boundless.” 

Another item introduced at the 
Same session carries a_ lesson 
about German war plants which 
might well be taken to heart by 
the present conquerors of Ger- 
many. It was a quotation from a 
book entitled “Basic Facts for a 
History of German War and Arma- 
ments Economy” by Gen. Thomas, 
who was chief of the military eco- 
nomic organization during the 
war. He recalled that the Ver- 
sailles treaty permitted Germany 
to retain 32 so-called monopoly 
factories and added that “it was 
possible in a few years to develop 
the 32 monopoly factories of the 
treaty of Versailles into an arma- 
ment industry sufficient for our 
very large Army.” 

Thomas revealed that the over- 
all manufacture of gunpowder and 
explosives was entrusted by Her- 
mann Goering in 1938 to General 
Director Krauch of I. G. Farben. 

“Active Policy in East.” 

Through the lecture at Munich, 
Alderman charged, Gen. Jodl dem- 
onstrated he was no mere soldier, 
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but identified himself wholeheart- 
edly with the National Socialist 
party. In the course of his talk, 
the military adviser to the Fueh- 
rer remarked that the West Wall, 
in contradistinction to the Maginot 
line, “was not a meastre based 
on debility and resignation but one 
intended to afford rear cover for. 
an active policy in the east.” 
Most unwelcome, Jodl contin- 
ued, “was the necessity of afford- 
ing our assistance as an ally 
in the Balkans in consequence of 
the unnecessary expedition of the 
Italians against the Greeks. The 
attack which they launched in 
the autumn of 1940 from Albania 
with totally inadequate means 
was contrary to all agreement.” 


‘Jodl disclosed that it was not 
for Mussolini’s sake that the Ger- 
man’s attacked Greece from the 
north. The real purpose, he ex- 
plained, was to prevent the Brit- 
ish from getting a foothold in 
Greece and from there menacing 
the Nazi oil supply in Romania. 

Rather surprising was the rea- 
son ‘given by Jodl for Hitler’s 
abandonment of his fully re- 
hearsed project for the conquest 
of Gibraltar. “Our objective of 
drawing Spain into the war on 
our side,” he related, “and thereby 
creating the possibility of seizing 
Gibraltar, was wrecked by the re- 
sistance of the Spanish or, better 
say, the Jesuit Foreign Minister, 
Serano Suner.” 

Tried to Spur Morale. 


Jodl admitted that “up and 
down the country the devil.of sub- 
version strides” and frankly in- 
tended his lecture to be a pep talk 
through which the gauleiters would 
be able to “fortify the morale of 
the people.” As to the question 
whether German leadership had 
not thoroughly underestimated the 
strength of Russia, he acknowl- 
edged that in view of the repeated 
and prolonged setbacks of 1%43 
the answer would certainly have 
to be “yes.” He discloséi that 
the landing in England, prepared 
down to the smallest detail, but 
with improvised transport re- 
sources, was abandoned because 
the Royal Air Force had not been 
completely beaten. The Battle of 
Britain was called off, according 
to Jodl, because “no one could 
take it on himself to let the Ger- 
man air army bleed to death in 
view of the struggle which still 
lay before us against Soviet Rus- 
sia.” 

The great operations against the 
Caucasus and the Nile delta failed, 
he maintained, because of insuf- 
ficient German strength and in- 
adequate supplies. He cited “the 
complete failure of Italy in all do- 
mains and the absence of any mu- 
nitions production worthy of the 
name among our other allies.” As 
a consequence, the Reich had been 
compelled to go over to the de- 
fensive while the initiative passed 
to the Allies. “Already,” he la- 
mented, “the air arms of the 
Anglo-Americans had begun the 
grand assault on the production 
hearths and morale of our people 
at home.” 

Italy's capitulation on Sept. 8, 
1943, was denounced by the Fueh- 
rer’s top military counselor as 
“the most monstrous of all be- 
trayals in history.” 

Strength of Atlantic Wall. 

What the Americans and Brit- 
ish were up against in the inva- 
sion of France may be realized 
from Jodl’s description of the At- 
lantic wall, which he said had 
been under construction for years 
and which in number of positions 
and built-in weapons was the 
greatest defense ever built, ex- 
ceeding even the west wall and 
the Maginot Line. In all, 5,300,- 
000 cubic meters of concrete were 
used. Not including ack-ack guns 
and divisional] artillery, there were 
2692 cannon from calibers of 7.5 
centimeters up to the heaviest 
long-range batteries. Armor-pierc- 
ing weapons numbered 2354, me- 
dium and heavy, and there were 
8500 positions of permanent con- 
struction type. German strength 
in the west was 1,370,000 men. 

Jodl praised the “clear policy” 
of Turkey’s neutrality but admit- 
ted that “Sweden and Switzerland 
do not love us.” He pronounced 
Switzerland incapable of harming 
Germany, but told his audience 
the same could not be said of 
Sweden, which had been arming 
for several years and had 400,000 
troops in service, including 12 to 
14 infantry divisions, 

With an enemy landing in Den- 
mark or Norway, he predicted, 
Sweden would become dangerous. 
He gave warning that Romania’s 
loyalty was dubious and that in 
Budapest “a dissolute and strong- 
ly Judafied society is dancing on 
a volcano.” 

| Cites Air Raiding. 

The heaviest weight on the Ger- 
man home front with consequent 
reaction on the front line, said 
Jodl, was enemy terror raiding 
from the air “on our homes and 
wives and children.” He admitted 
a great decline in U-boat suc-

As he 
departed, he told reporters that 
current civil trouble in China ap- 
pears to involve “more shouting 
than shooting.” 

“We have had some trouble with 
some Communist troops trying to 
obstruct the entry of government 
troops into Manchuria. 

“IT think and hope there will be 
no great difficulty in our taking 
over the administration of Man- 
churia.” 

Asked whether he sought help 
from President Truman, he said 
that the nationalist government 
did not seek help for China’s “in- 
ternal troubles.” 

Russia, he said, has concluded 
a treaty with China pledging aid 
and support “and the Russian au- 
thorities in Manchuria have given 
assurance they will disarm any 
troops other than those authorized 
by the national government,” he 
continued. 

“So, you see, there will be no 
difficulty, The government has at- 
tempted and is still attempting 
to solve the Communist problem 
by peaceful means with the ut- 
most liberal mind.” 

Surprise to Truman. 

Commenting on Hurley’s resig- 
nation, White House Press Secre- 
tary Charles G. Ross told report- 
ers: 

“The first intimation the Presi- 
dent had of the resignation was 
when [ handed him the news 
when it came in on the White 
House ticker.” 

Asked whether Hurley had re- 
quested an appointment with the 
President, Ross said “Not to my 
knowledge.” The secretary could 
recall only one White House call 
by Hurley since his recent return 
from China. 

Hurley was secretary of war in 
the cabinet of Herbert Hoover.

On request, the State Depart- 
ment made available to reporters 
a list of 11 United States foreign 
service officers who returned from 
Chungking to Washington dur- 
ing Hurley’s tenure as ambassador.

Drumright, former second secre- 
tary, now chief of the State De- 
partment’s division of Chinese af- 
fairs. 

Others were Arthur R, Ring- 
walt, Horace Smith, John Davies 
Jr.. John S, Service, Raymond P. 
Ludden, Edward E, Rice, Philip 
D. Sprouse, and Fulton Freeman, 
all second secretaries, and Hun- 
gerford B. Howard, third secretary. 

A Department spokesman said 
some of them, completed normal 
tours of duty in Chunking prior 
to reassignment.

leged we were fighting. America’s 
foreign policy officials have 
always been divided against them- 
selves. Codnsequently, we have 
always been a prey to the nations 
that give lip service to our ideals 
and principles in order to obtain 
our material support. 

The war that is now in the mak- 
ing is not even intended to de- 
fend or establish democratic ideals. 
Instead of putting our weight be- 
hind the Charter of the United 
Nations we have been definitely 
supporting the imperialistic bloc. 
At the same time a considerable 
section of our State Depaftment 
is endeavoring to support com- 
munism generally as well as spe- 
cifically in China. 


Confusion and Secrecy. 


The hydra-headed direction and 
confusion of our foreign policy in 
Washington during the late war 
is chargeable to the weakness of 
our foreign service. If our foreign 
Service had been capable of under- 
standing and sympathetic effec- 
tuation of our announced war 
aims it would not have failed so 
completely to couple our logistical 
strength with our foreign policy 
to obtain commitments to the 
prineiples for which we claimed 
to be fighting from the nations to 
which we gave the strength of 
our productivity and manpower. 

A democracy must live on its 
intelligence and its integrity and 
its courage. The people of the 
democracy should be given all the 
facts to enable them to form cor- 
rect opinions. The discrepancy 
between American foreign policy 
in the Atlantic 
Charter and the Iran declaration 
and in the President's recent Navy 


day address and as carried into 


effect may be attributed in large 
measure to the secrecy which has 
shrouded the actions of the State 
Department. All too frequently in- 
formation concerning the conduct 
of our foreign relations “leaks” 
out to the public in distorted, 
garbled, or partial form. The re- 
sult is that the American people 
have too little basic information 
to judge the extent to which their 
State Department correctly inter- 
prets and administers the foreign 
policies of the nation. 


During the war we had to main- 


tain secrecy to prevent giving aid 
to the enemy. I grant that some- 
times during the war we had to 
be expedient. Now we stiould en- 
deavor to be right. I raise this 
issue because I am firmly con- 
vinced that at this particular 
juncture in our history an _ in- 
formed public opinion would do 
much to give intelligent direction 


j}and implementation to our. inter- 


national objectives. 

With special reference to China 
and the other nations where I 
have served in the last four years, 
the blessings of factual publicity 
would be manifold. Now that the 
war is over I am willing that all 
my reports be made public, to- 
gether with the reports made by 
those officials in the foreign 
service who have differed with 
the promulgated American pol- 
icy. 


Reorganization Urged. 


Our true position in China is 
misunderstood abroad because of 
this confusion of policy within our 
own government. This situation 
suggests the need for a complete 
reorganization of our policy-mak- 
ing machinery beginning at the 
lower official levels. No interna- 
tional policy can succeed without 
loyal and intelligent implementa- 
tion. Because of the confusion in 
our own international policy 
America has been excluded eco- 
nomically from every part of the 
world controlled by colonial im- 
perialism and communist im- 
perialism. ~America’s economic 
strength has been used all over 
the world to defeat American 
policies and interests. This is 
chargeable to a weak American 
foreign service. 

I wish to absolve from this 
general indictment some of our 
career men. Some of them are 
very admirable and well-equipped 
public servants who have fonght 
in the State Department ana in 
other countries against over- 
whelming odds to advance Ameri- 
can ideals and interests. 

America’s economic and diplo- 
matic policies should be co-ordi- 
nated. America’s strength should 
not be allied with any predatory 
ideology. 

America should support the 
amendment or revision of the 
San Francisco United Nations 
Charter to make it democratic. 
Our strength should be used to 
uphold the decisions of the United 
Nations rather than to support 
conflicting ideologies or warmak- 
ing power blocs. 


END OF RATIONING WON'T CUT

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
President Truman today informed 
the Canadian Government that 
American shipments of food sup- 
plies to Europe “will not be af- 
fected” by the ‘termination of 
meat rationing in the United 
States.

In its reply to the union’s re- 
quest for resumption of wage 
talks, the management assailed 
what it termed the “illegal pick- 
eting” to prevent office employes 
from entering plants. 

The union is seeking a 30 per 
cent Increase in hourly wages. 

“It should be clear to you and 
all others that we will not negoti- 
ate with your union regarding our 
selling prices and profits,” said 
Vice President H. W. Anderson of 
General Motors in a letter to the 
union, 

The letter of Anderson says: 

“You broke off collective bar- 
gaining negotiations by calling a 
strike on Nov. 20. With the 
strike in progress you now re- 
quest further negotiations with 
General Motors. 

“We engaged in collective bar- 
gaining with your union in many 
meetings covering a period of 
weeks. It was clear to us from 
the very beginning chat you were 
determined to have a strike in 
General Motors. You now have 
that strike (your so-called ‘labor 
blockade’) which you planned for 
many months. 

“In our negotiations with your 
committee and in a final effort 
to avoid a strike, we offered to 
make appropriate increases. in 
wage rates to compensate for the 
accepted increase in the cost of 
living since January 1941. The 
Government has determined that 
living costs have increased 30 per 
cent since that date. This offer 
meant that, on the average, all 
employes represented by your 
union would have had their hour- 
ly wages increased by at least 30 
per cent since January 1941. You 
rejected this offer. 

“Won’t Negotiate o.: Prices.” 

“It should be clear to you and 
all others that we will not nego- 
tiate with your union regarding 
our selling prices and profits. 

“Unless you are now prepared 
to modify yc .r unreasonable wage 
demands, abandon your attempt 
to negotiate wages on the basis 
of our past profits, assumed fu- 

profits and our selling prices, 
and are now prepared to discuss 
wage adju.tments on their mer- 
its, we do not think that any- 
thing can t> gained by further 
discussions of the wage issue 
with your union at this time. 

“We are not attempting to op- 
erate any work formeriy  per- 
formed by strikers. We recog- 
nize your right to picket peace- 
fully to advertise the existence of 
a labor dispute.

Many Passengers Injured by 
Glass in Crash at Jefferson 
and Market Crossing. 


Twenty-one Negro passengers on 
a Lindenwood bus and a Jefferson 
streetcar were injured when the 
bus struck the streetcar at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Market street 
shortly before 7 o’c ck today.

fact-finding commission to investi- 
gate the oil industry wage dis- 
pute, 

The panel, first of its kind es- 
tablished to cope with postwar 
strikes, is composed of Dr. Frank 
P. Graham, president of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina and 
public member of the War Labor 
Board, as chairman; Paul De Liel, 
professor at Stanford University, 
and Otto Beyer of Washington, a 
Government labor adviser. 

The oil dispute arose over the 
CIO-oil workers’ demand for a 30 
per cent wage increase. After a 
futile attempt by Schwellenbach 
to settle the controversy, the Navy 
seized 53 refineries and pipelines 
on orders of President Truman 
Oct. 4. The Navy still is operat- 
ing most of these facilities.

PUBLIC HOUSING BUREAU 
URGED AS CLEARING UNIT 


J. W. McAfee Says He Is ‘Fast Being Per- 
suaded’ City Will Need 
Temporary Homes. 


Establishment of a public hous- 
ing bureau in downtown St. Louis 
was suggested today by J. Wesley 
McAfee, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Emergency Housing Committee. 

The bureau, he said, would serve 
as a clearing house between re- 
turned war veterans and others 


seeking housing space, and all 
public and private efforts to fur- 
nish that space. McAfee said he 
presented the suggestion to his 
committee, which held its second 
meeting to consider measures for 
meeting the critical housing short- 
age at City Hall today. 


The committee, he said, would 
have to work out the method for 
staffing the public housing bu- 
reau, if it is decided to establish 
one. One suggestion, he said, is 
that city employes be used. 

In any event, McAfee declared, 
the bureau can aid only in the 
most effective use of housing. 


Temporary Housing. 

“l am fast being persuaded,” he 
said, ‘that St. Louis is going to 
need to build temporary housing 
of some. kind, There are many 
problems involved in this scheme, 
but I believe it will be necessary.” 


Fast action in this direction is 
desirable, he said, because other 
cities also will be bidding for the 
scarce supplies of building ma- 
terials. His committee, McAfee 
said, already has found some 
available pre-fabricated houses 
and other forms of temporary 
housing. 

His committee, McAfee said, 
heard a suggestion by Gerard C. 
Varnum, president of the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce, 
that a Metropolitan Interim Hous- 
ing Foundation to construct tem- 
porary housing for returned war 
veterans be established in the 
Louis area, Varnum suggest- 
ed that such a foundation obtain 
from two million to three million 
dollars through contributions by 
individuals, corporations and gov-

Florence, Miller, Hannon and a 
fourth man, James Cooper, are 
all known to have been associat- 
ed with Akers and DeClue. and 
have been sought by the sheriff 
for questioning. 

Florence told officers he had 
seen Hannon and Miller Saturday 
but did not say where, Miller is 
wanted on warrants issued by a 
St. Louis county justice of the 
peace charging burglary and lar- 
ceny, receiving stolen goods and 
possession of burglar tools. War- 
rants charging burglary and lar- 
ceny and possession of burglar 
tools have been issued also against 
Hannon, and Cooper is charged 
with burglary and larceny, 

The warrants were issued after 
deputy sheriffs pursued two auto- 
mobiles, one driven by Miller and 
the other by Hannon with Cooper 
as a passenger, after the theft of 
a safe from the Normandy Thea- 
ter, 7324 Natural Bridge road, 
Normandy, Nov. 14. 

The three men escaped after 
parking thei~ automobiles in the 
driveway of Miller’s home, 469 
Scenic drive, Riverview Gardens.

It will be necessary to include 
the appropriation requests in the 
annual measure next spring pro- 
viding funds for the ensuing fiscal 
year, said Gen. Pick, who will re- 
sume his old post as army divi- 
sion engineer for the Missouri 
basin at Omaha, Neb., about Dec. 
6. Work will not be entirely 
halted by the current denial of 
funds, he said at a press confer- 
ence, because money has been pro- 
vided already for some relatively 
limited activity. 


Defends His Plan. 


The general took the opportu- 
nity to justify and defend the 
Pick-Sloan plan. This was his 
first major public discussion of 
it, as he had gone to Burma 
shortly after the Army’s portion, 
the Pick plan for flood control and 
navigation in the lower Missouri, 
was prepared. 

He spoke forcefully, but with 
the soft tang of his native Vir- 
ginia. Broad-shouldered and re- 
markably athletic in appearance 
for a man of 55, he wore the rib- 
bons of the Distinguished Service 
Medal and a Chinese decoration, 
awarded for the Stilwell road feat; 
gervice ribbons and service chev- 
rons of both World Wars, the stars 
of five battle actions and the 
bright shoulder patch of the 
China-Burma-India theater. His 
receding steel-gray hair and rather 
ruddy face were accented by the 
horn-rimmed spectacles he wore in 
reading his manuscript. 

Asked by reporters to tell what 
his plan would do, Gen. Pick said: 

“It would eliminate damaging 
floods on the Missouri. It would 
be possible to develop a 9-foot 
channel from the mouth to Sioux 
City, Ia. It would be possible to 
develop enough power to pump 
water for irrigation. There would 
be a considerable amount of dump, 
or seasonal, power, though not 
much primary power. 

“The plan would operate under 
a joint scheme of irrigation, navi- 
gation and flood control, I visual- 
ize that this project should not be 
encumbered more than necessary, 
and J don’t believe we can foresee 
the desirable operation 50 years 
hence. I believe that if we stop 
floods and store the water we can 
use it for whatever is most desir- 
able and we could change the 
method of operation in the future. 
The big purpose is to eliminate 
floods. The big dams will provide 
also for irrigation, navigation, 
wild life conservation and recrea- 
tion.” 

New Post for General. 

Gen. Pick will become chair- 
man of the Missouri Basin Inter- 
Agency Committee, the group set 
up last summer to co-ordinate 
work of the various federal agen- 
cies under Pick-Sloan, He _ de- 
clined to comment on its effec- 
tiveness or the question of wheth- 
er it should be given statutory 
authority, on the ground that he 
had not had a chance to learn 
enough about it. However, he 
declared there was no reason why 
co-ordination could not be 
achieved, saying he could see lit- 
tle overlapping. MVA supporters 
have as one principal argument 
the rivalry of the federal agen- 
cies. The General said he and 
W. G. Sloan of the Reclamation 
Bureau, the other author of the 
plan, “saw eye to eye” and had 
worked together in its prepara- 
tion. 

There is enough water for both 
irrigation and navigation, Gen. 
Pick asserted, calling the Mis- 
souri a “funny river—in reality, 
two rivers, the upper and lower, 
with different problems that have 
to be treated differently.” He said, 
in answer to an inquiry, that he 
knew of no alternative method 
to replace the system of reser- 
voirs and levees proposed by the 
Army for flood control, which 
would offer the same degree of 
control. 

In his address at the associa- 
tion dinner, attended by several 
hundred persons, Gen. Pick 
stressed the need for stopping the 
costly floods of the Missouri and 
emphasized the desire for public 
support for getting funds for the 
work, which will run into billion- 
dollar figures for the whole Pick- 
Sloan plan. 

“Necessary funds must be avail- 
able as needed,” he read from his 
manuscript, then added, in view 
of the day’s news, “If this money 
doesn’t go back into the deficien- 
cy bill in the next couple of days, 
we will have lost a full working 
season.” 

“That’s your job,” he continued 
from the manuscript. “Levee 
rights of way mu&t be obtained. 
Local opposition to projects where 
exhaustive study has determined 
that they are essential to the wel- 
fare of the basin must be over- 
come. I reiterate, funds that 
must be available to cover

“The Corps of Engineers has 
gone as far as it can under its 
authority. The comprehensive 
program has been presented and 
approved by Congress. Plans and 
specifications have been prepared 
or are in advance stages of prep- 
aration for the initial phases of 
the program.

“Give me the funds and I'll 
build you the job.” 

The head of one of the three 
other principal federal agencies 
involved in the Pick-Sloan plan 
also addressed the dinner. He is 
Dr. Hugh H, Bennett, chief of the 
Agriculture _Department’s _ Soil 
Conservation Service. Bald, ro- 
tund and jolly in manner, he 
scrapped a manuscript which 
constituted a serious analysis of 
the costly menace of soil erosion. 
Instead he delivered, in a North 
Carolina drawl, an _ informal 
account of his bureau's work. He 
stressed the program of soil con- 
servation districts, which cover 
778,000,000 acres of land and in- 
clude more than half of the na- 
tion’s farmers. 

He touched lightly on his agen- 
cy’s part in Pick-Sloan, saying, 
“The thing we are going to do 
under flood control activities, if 
we get into it, as our. bosses de- 
cide, is to treat the gullies.” He 
explained that the soil conserva- 
tion method is to go back to the 
fields around the headwaters and 
stop the washing away of the 
earth. In this pursuit the service 
works in intimate detail with the 
farmer in the field. 

Dr. Bennett contrasted the vast 
|acreage of agriculture and range 
land which has lost soil through 
erosion with the consequent heavy 
siltation of the rivers. Already, 
he said, 2000 large and small res- 
ervoirs in this country have been 
filled to the tops of their dams 
with silt from upstream fields, 
and thus made useless. “The only 
way to keep the silt out is to 
hold it on the fields,” he said, 
explaining that his men treated 
“every single acre of every farm 
we work on.” 


No Special Program. 

Talking with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Dr. Bennett made it 
clear that the Soil Conservation 
Service has no special program 
for its participation in Pick-Sloan 
work, but intended only to pursue 
its regular function of soi] pro- 
tection. The work it is doing 
in Missouri and the other states 
of the Missouri River basin is 
under the same simple principles 
it pursues throughout the coun- 
try, he said. 

Dr. Bennett had momentary dif- 
ficulty in recalling the identity 
of the Soil Conservation Service’s 
representative on the Missouri Ba- 
sin Inter-Agency Committee, This 
is A. E. McClymonds. 

“The Inter-Agency Committee is 
just a side function with McCly- 
monds,” he said, adding face- 
tiously, “If he’s going to spend all 
his time on the Missouri valley, 
I’m going to raise hell with him. 
I know what McClymonds is do- 
ing on the committee; there’s only 
one thing he can do—he can tell 
them what we’re doing.” 


Murray. Asks for MVA Hearings 
in Three Midwest Cities.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27—Sena- 
tor James E. Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, asked the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee today to con- 
duct hearings on the Missouri 
Valley Authority bill at Jefferson 
City, Mo., Omaha, Neb., and Bis- 
mark, N, D. Early February was 
suggested as a time ofr these hear- 
ings. 

Murray, author of the MVA bill, 
presented his request to Senator 
Elmer Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma, chairman of the Agriculture 
Committee. Thomas said he would 
submit the request to his commit- 
tee. It was assumed that the com- 
mittee as a matter of courtesy, 
would accede to Murray’s request. 

The hearings suggested in the 
valley area itself would be fol- 
lowed by further hearings in 
Washington, if Murray’s sugges- 
tions are accepted. 

“If they want hearings I’m per- 
fectly willing to give them every 
chance in the world, although per- 
sonally I think further hearings 
would be futile,” Thomas told the 
Post-Dispatch. 

He had in mind that hearings 
have already been held here by 
the Senate Commerce and Irriga- 
tion Comimttee, both of which 
submitted adverse reports on the

This imposing edifice of Govern- 
ment is, however, largely a facade. 
The steel] frame which sustains 
the whole structure of the Gov- 
ernment is the compact and tight- 
ly organized Communist party, of 
which the current membership is 
some 6,000,000. The tentacles of 
the party machine reach out into 
the smallest towns and villages. 


Brain of the Party. 


The heart and brain of the party 
is its Politburo. Its 13 members 
are the real and effective Govern- 
ment of Russia. All power is 
amassed in their hands. They not 
only maintain day to day control 
over the central government— 
through the Central Committee of 
the Communist party, by whom 
the Politburo is nominally elected 
—but their pervasive influence ex- 
tends to every province and town, 
and is there asserted over every 
form of local government, factory, 
school and collective farm with 
as much authority as it is over 
the central government in Mos- 


ow. 

This duality of administration, 
coupled with the one-party system, 
has resulted in the Soviet system 
of government possessing a stabil- 
ity that is probably unrivaled else- 
where in the world. When the 
Germans invaded Russia in 1941 
they expected that, under the 
stress of war and colossal military 
reverses, wide cleavage would de- 
velop within the Russian system 
of government, and that there 
would be a series of purges fol- 
lowed by the collapse of the whole 
structure. The astonishing fact is 
that the membership of the Polit- 
buro—with the exception of Scher- 
bakov, who died a few months ago 
—is today identical with its com- 
position on June 22, 1941. And the 
fact that, unitedly, these 13 men 
brought Russia through four years 
of terrible war has naturally im- 
mensely increased the already vast 
powers they exercised before the 
war, 

Who are these men who hold 
the destinies of their country 
more tightly gripped than any oli- 
garchy since the Council of Ten 
in Venice? The large majority of 
them are quite unknown outside 


instrument of the Government. 


Here are the names of the omnip- 
otent thirteen. 


Listed as to Influence. 


In order of probable impor- 
tance and influence, they are: 
Stalin, Zhdanov, Malenkov, Beriya, 
Andreev, Molotov, Mikoyan, Ka- 
ganovich, Khruschev, Voznesen- 
sky, Voroshilov, Kalinin and 
Shvernik. The power of Zhda- 
nov, Malenkov and Andreev arises 
from their position as party secre- 
taries of the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party. This means 
they are deputies of Stalin in his 
capacity of secretary general of 
the Central Committee: Until 1940 
Stalin held no other post than 
this; yet it sufficed to make him 
the most powerful man in Russia. 
Beriya owes his influence to the 
fact that he js chief of the NKVD 
and of the secret police. 

Although most people suppose 
that Zhdanov ranks in the Polit. 
buro immediately after Stalin and 
is his most likely successor, some 
shrewd observers point out that 
the party machine is really con- 
trolled by Malenkov, who is the 
only one of the three party secre- 
taries with no government post. 
This enables him to devote his 
whole time to party management, 
and he is said to be responsible 
for all party appointments. 

In addition, he is the most in- 
timate associate of Beriya, and as 
a team they are probably the most 
powerful combination in the Polit- 
buro. Almost all members of the 
Politburo—and, indeed, most of 
the 72 members of the Central 
Committee—hold important gov- 
ernment posts, but it is their rank 
and influence in the party, not 
their public offices, which are the 
measure of their power, 


Takes Up Molotov, 


Molotov, for instance, in addi- 
tion to being Commisar of For- 
eign Affairs, is Stalin’s deputy in 
the government. But it is certain 
he is not so powerful a political 
figure as Beriya and Stalin’s three 
party deputies. Of course, al- 
though the composition of the 
Politburo has not changed since 
1940, there are certainly fluctua- 
tions from time to time in the 


Russia. Yet among them—and 
not in the ranks of the Red army,, 
as has recently been suggested 
abroad—will certainly be found 
the eventual successor to Stalin. 
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dam program for “drastic” 
sion of Germany’s frontiers, 
“wholesale” reparations, industrial 
disarmament, and the creation of 
a democratic Germany.

“Policies in the Allied zones of 
occupation appear to be diverging 
more and more,” Mrs. Hadsel

Wellesley for World Union 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Before the advent of the Atomic Age, 
world federation was desirable because 
in al] recorded history there have been 
only 200 years of peace. The world is 
made up of interdependent states. What 
affects one affects all. Economic, social 
and cultural activities have been car- 
ried out on a world-wide basis. But 
politica] activity is below this level. 

Since the atomic bomb, the necessity 
for world federation has become imme- 
diate. The overwhelming majority of 
scientists agree that other nations will 
be able to produce atomic bombs, and 
also that no effective defense is possible 
in atomic warfare, Safety cannot be 
obtained through superiority in atomic 
armaments. Henceforth, war will mean 
the destruction of a large fraction of 
our population. 

We do not wish to abrogate the Unit- 
ed Nations Organization. The UNO is 
definitely a step in the right direction. 
But we wish to strengthen it, work 
through it to a more complete union. 
In our own history:we have seen that a 
league of sovereign states will last only 
until the initial disagreement’ and 
that, sooner or later, a federation in 
which sovereign powers is subordinated 
must be substituted if peace is to be 
maintained. 

In Wellesley we are doing all we can 
to advance this cause. We have sent a 
petition to President Truman, signed by 
two-thirds of the college, which says: 

“We, the undersigned members of 
Wellesley College, find ourselves much 
disturbed at the prospect of a new arma- 
ments race resulting from our present 
policy concerning the atomic bomb as 
implied in the May-Johnson bill. We 
feel strongly that this Government 
should at the earliest possible moment 
take every step necessary to bring about 
the establishment of a world federation 
with exclusive control of the atomic 
bomb. 

“We are convinced, however, that 
pending the establishment of such a fed- 
eration, the atomic bomb should be sub- 
ject to international, rather than na- 
tional, contro]. We therefore urge... 
the adoption of a policy. which would 
vest the control of the bomb in some 
international agency such as the Secur- 
ity Council of the United Nations.” 

Our purpose primarily is to arouse 
public opinion, coerce people into think- 
ing until there is sufficient agitation 
and pressure brought to bear upon the 
President and Congress for them to 
make this idea a fact. For us who are 
of the next generation, to form policies 
and bear the responsibilities of the 
world, this is not merely another little 
intellectual game or diversion. We are 
not playing with the idea—we can’t af- 
ford to lose.

NAM’s Propaganda 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I attended the recent “consultation” 
between industry and women organized 
by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers. I am shocked by the misrepre- 
sentations and half-truths presented at 
this meeting. 

One speaker declared that the only 
way to control inflation was voluntary 
buying of war bonds and rapid produc- 
tion of goods. Price control, as a Gov- 
ernment operation, should not be con- 
tinued, 

In housing, the same theme was 
stressed. We must rely solely on private 
enterprise to build housing—despite the 
fact that private enterprise has never 
been able to provide housing for two- 
thirds of our people. It was stated that 
cities are trying to avoid using Gov- 
ernment funds for housing; the fact is 
that most cities are simply waiting for 
Congress to pass the Wagner-Ellender 
bill so that they can get Government 
money. 

There is a technique in such state- 
ments that is highly disturbing. It is 
easy to say, as one speaker said, that 
he favored full employment; while at 
the same time he did not mention the 
fact that the NAM opposes the Murray 
full-employment bill—which is the only 
practical means of approaching the 
problem on a national scale. 

Has industry: learned nothing from 
the depression? The NAM cannot both 
favor full employment and oppose the 
very procedures which might guarantee 
full employment. 

It is not honest to ignore or twist 
facts in making a case for industry. In- 
dustry’s case is good enough to need no 
such tactics. ERASMUS,

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Let the Germans Know! 


The current trial of 20 key German figures 
at Nuernberg is designed primarily for the doing 
of justice in history’s most atrocious crime, but 
there is another purpose that the Allied world 
cannot afford to overlook or neglect. That other 
purpose is to impress upon the German people, 
as a highly important part of the re-education 
process, the facts about how they were deceived 
by their leaders; how those leaders plotted the 
war (which they said had been forced upon 
the Reich); how the savagery which shocked 
the world was a deliberate war policy. 

The opportunity for impressing such facts 
upon the German people is being thrown away. 
Edward P. Morgan reports from Nuernberg that 
practically nothing is being done to get the 
devastating disclosures of Nazi war guilt across 
to the public of the Reich. No copies of original 
documents are available to the German press 
and radio. Only belatedly are efforts being 
made to find seats for a few Germans at the 
sessions. A handful of German editors is being 
admitted, but even so, their newspapers oper- 
ate under Allied license, and have not yet won 
public confidence. 

The Germans lived under virtually airtight 


- Nazi censorship for 12 years. They were sub- 


jected to consiant propaganda bombardment, 
which presented distorted versions of the facts 
now being bared at the trial. Unless those facts 
can be presented to the Germans in credible 
form, millions in the Reich will go on thinking 
that what Hitler and Goebbels said was gospel 
truth, and that the 20 leaders are merely victims 
of circumstance. 

Here is a challenge to Allied ingenuity to 
counteract Nazi propaganda by all-out publicity 
for the hearings. The courtroom is small, and 
only a limited audience can be admitted, but 
why cannot the trial be broadcast over every 
German radio station, so that the damning evi- 
dence so carefully assembled will reach every 
household? Why cannot sound movies be made, 
to be shown in every film theater, so that all 
Germans may see and hear the exposure of 
their betrayers? 

The evidence at Nuernberg is almost entirely 
that of the 20 bigshots’ own spoken and written 
words. These men are self-condemned as the 
record unfolds. But if the testimony is not pre- 
sented to the German people themselves, and in 
irrefutable form, there is every possibility that 
the Nazi legend will not be destroyed. 

‘ Better than preaching democracy at them, the 
best way to produce a reformation among the 
Germans is to give them stiff doses of the 
truth about their former leaders’ character and 
actions. Will the Nuernberg tribunal continue 
to miss an unprecedented chance to drive home 
a healthy and necessary lesson? 
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Mr. Downey’s Cash Proposals 

Senator Downey of California has some sound 
ideas for improving the efficiency of Congress. 
Oddly enough, however, every one of them set 
forth in his proposed amendments is going to 
cost money, and so will be vulnerable to deadly 
fire from the taxpayers. A good case can be 
made for a $5000 increase in members’ yearly 
pay, for giving each an assistant at $9000 per 
annum, for $2500 expense allowance, and so on, 
but it would be a much better case if it were 
part and parcel of an all-out proposal for re- 
organization of Congress. 

After five months of hearings by the joint 
committee set up to work out the reforms such 
a program ought to be available for congres- 
sional and public consideration right now. If the 
full job is done, there will be recommendations 
for pay increases, and also for reforming the 
ancient customs of Congress which now seriously 
handicap its functioning, What Congress needs 
can't be stated in monetary terms alone. A 
comprehensive program will make the dollars- 
and-cents aspects much more attractive to the 
public and the economy crusaders, 
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Criticism by Scientists 

Destroying Japan’s cyclotrons, as the Oak 
Ridge Scientists assert, was truly “wanton and 
stupid” in the same sense as the destruction 
of Louvain Library and the Nazi book-burning. 
The cyclotron, no more than the microscope, is 
a munition of war. Like the microscope, it is a 
tool of investigation from which may come in- 
calculable benefit to all mankind. 

It follows that smashing any such piece of 
scientific apparatus anywhere is, at best, stupid, 
Our proper concern should be, rather, to widen 
the universal sphere of investigation which gives 
man command over nature and his own fils. 
Without doing harm to ourselves, we cannot re- 
duce any people to pre-scientific ignorance. 

The truth, in this instance, is no more im- 
portant than the voice which proclaims it. After 
the fateful bomb fell on Hiroshima, the pure- 
science researchers, the notoriously and even 
pridefully inarticulate ones, suddenly spoke out 
in a most rigorous criticism of man’s ways with 
man and nations’ with nation. In these few 
months, they have become a strong voice of 
lucidity in a world of sad confusion. Science 
begins to integrate with politics and morals, and 
scientists rapidly acquire skill in organizing to 
demand that their works be turned to humane 
ends in a sane world. 

Only good can come of that enterprise. May 
it therefore enlarge greatly from this splendid 
beginning. 
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General Motors a Utility? 

At this stage, only an impulsive or prejudiced 
outsider would pass judgment on the array of 
merit as between General Motors and the United 
Auto Workers. There are already ample 
grounds, however, to question the union's ap- 
parent economic philosophy. 

- UAW demands that the company’s books be 
opened up, that it be allowed no price increase 
in consequence of any wage adjustment and 
that the level of wages be determined by arbi- 
tration. To satisfy all three demands would 
make General Motors, in real effect, a public 
utility corporation. Some outside agency repre- 
senting the public would then decide how its 
income should be divided between employes and 
stockholders and with the public in the form 
of price adjustments, It would be, in fact, more 
stringent regulation than is imposed on exist- 
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ing public utilities, which are not commonly 
regulated as to specific wage rates. 
If this is the union’s purpose, it is time for 


-the American people to be soberly considering 


whether we are willing to have all highly-or- 
ganized industries become public utilities. 
Granted that large corporations are some de- 
parture from “classical” private enterprise, this 
outcome would be the death of private enter- 
prise. 
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A Question of Law 


The Police Board is acting in undue haste to 
“investigate” the newly-formed St. Louis police 
union. Originally it was announced that no 
action would be taken until legal opinions had 
been received from the Attorney General and 
the City Counselor. However, Chief Mitchell 
yesterday summoned all captains and ordered 
them to find out which members of the force 
have joined the union. 

Under a rule of the Police Manual, such mem- 
bers are subject to suspension; therefore, the 
action of Mitchell will be construed by the 
police as snooping and intimidation. If it is 
true that more than half the force has joined 
the union, as the organizers claim, the Police 
Board could not enforce its suspension rule 
without creating a serious emergency. 

Gov, Donnelly and a majority of the Police 
Board think it illegal under Missouri law for 
the police to organize. They are able men, On 
the other hand, organizers of the union sought 
and obtained legal advice that they do have the 
right to organize. The question is not, as Gov. 
Donnelly, a Police Board majority and many 
citizens contend, that it is not desirable for the 
police to organize; the question is, rather, What 
are their rights under the new Missouri Consti- 
tution and the Wagner Act? 

The police are not. satisfied with the Gov- 
ernor’s interpretation, as excluding State em- 
ployes, of the constitutional clause which says 
that “employes shall have the right to organize 
and to bargain collectively.” They regard as 
gratuitous his assertions that, since police pay 
and working conditions are covered by statute, 
they could accomplish nothing by unionization. 
They insist that the no-strike clause in their 
constitution means what it says and, moreover, 
they they would not be deterred from doing their 
duty if it involved crossing picket lines of their 
fellow-unionists. They argue that police in 100 
cities belong to unions, with beneficial results to 
both them and the public. 

Memories of the Boston police strike, which 
brought Calvin Coolidge to nationwide notice, 
naturally are disturbing, as is the fact that the 
organization of a police union comes at a time 
of widespread labor troubles and a strong feel- 
ing among many that labor is pressing its ad- 
vantages too far. But in the end, the St. Louis 
question is one of the men’s legal rights. It will 
be settled by the courts, if necessary. The 
Police Board and Chief Mitchell ought to keep 
that fact in mind. 
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Green Light for UNRRA 


Legislation for the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration, which has been 
at an agonizing standstill in House and Senate, 
has at last got a green light. The Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee gave approval yesterday 
to a bill which would appropriate the remain- 
ing $550,000,000 of our initial pledge to UNRRA, 
and the House Foreign Affairs~-Committee re- 
ported out a bill which would authorize a sec- 
ond $1,350,000,000. 

The Senate committee wisely struck down an 
amendment offered by Senator Thomas of Okla- 
homa which would have required payment of 
parity prices to United States farmers for farm 
commodities bought by UNRRA. The Thomas 
amendment was of a piece with the so-called 
“free press” amendment which was rejected 
earlier—simply another useless and hobbling 
restriction. There was no excuse whatever for 
the Thomas proposal, inasmuch as parity prices 
already are guaranteed to American farmers for 
two years after the official end of the war. 

Now that duty has been done in the commit- 
tees, though with procrastination and with em- 
phasis on niggling details at the expense of the 
overriding issue, may duty be done on the floors 
of the houses, and with more speed and a 
keener sense of relative values. 
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Critics of the President appear to have been 
revising Mr. Pope about as follows: To err is 
Truman; to forgive, out of the question.

Poor Housing, Poor Politics 

Under the aegis of Mayor Kelly, who knows 
the way a political wind is blowing when he feels 
one, the City of Chicago has made at least a 
start on the emergency housing problem by 
getting its hands on 500 prefabricated war houses 
out of 2000 it has its eye on. It has obtained the 
agreement of building trades unions for pre- 
fabricated houses to be used, with the under- 
standing that they will be removed at the end of 
two years. 

Chicago is not making the same mistake of in- 
decision and confusion that Kansas City evident- 
ly is making. In the latter community, City 
Manager Cookingham professes the belief that 
private builders can and will provide the needed 
housing. That they cannot and will not is 
proved by the simple but quite conclusive fact 
that they are not providing it. 

To provide housing for the 300 to 400 vet- 
erans daily who are returning to St. Louis, with 
housing already saturated and thousands home- 
Jess, is a solemn obligation. But no one need 
be a humanitarian to face up to the obligation 
the housing shortage presents to the elected 
and citizen leaders of the community. 

Housing is now a political issue and it is 
pure dynamite. Thousands of neglected veterans 
and war workers and plain civilians, angered at 
being pushed around by real estate owners and 
agents avid for blue-sky profits, and disillusioned 
by leaders who speak well but provide no 
housing, are likely to have good memories when 
they go to the ballot box. 

Bold, resolute action on the housing problem 
is smart politics today. Namby-pamby, inef- 
fectual action is dumb politics,

Hard lessons taught by depression after World War I have not 
been remembered, newspaper says; a study of 1918-20 develop- 
of ments shows similarity to current problems; pattern of strikes, sud- 
denly relaxed controls and inflation is repeating itself closely.

The more it changes, the more it remains 
the same thing. The present pattern of 
off-again, on-again controls, for instance, 
repeats the pattern after the last war. 


The business men of that period, like 
their present-day successors, were sick and 
tired of Government interference and 
wanted to be freed from hampering restric- 
tions. A clamor arose for a return to the 
system.of free competition on the ground 
that, if left alone, industry would work out 
its own salvation. 


There was more excuse then than now 
for underrating the difficulties of the tran- 
sition period and discounting the need for 
Government guidance, since we had had 
no experience in dealing with economic 
problems of the magnitude that confronted 
us. Moreover, our direct participation in 
World War I lasted a very short time and 
did not produce the distortiong in our 
economy to which the present war has 
given rise, 


Lessons Not Learned - 


Nevertheless, we had cause to regret bit- 
terly the precipitancy with which the 
nation tried to effect a réturn to so-called 
normal practices, 


The hard lessons that were taught, but 
unfortunately not learned, at that time 
have been pointed out in a very instructive 
study of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
“Post-Armistice Industrial Developments in 
1918-20,” 

The study was published in January, 
1943; so conclusions have not been colored 
by the events of recent months. That 
makes all the more arresting the striking 
similarities between the disorders that fol- 
lowed the armistice of 1918 and those that 
have followed the collapse of Japan in 
1945, 

Strikes for higher wages after the 1918 
armistice held up production, and in the 
needle trade there was agitation for the 
“44-54 program”—that is, for a 44-hour 
week with wages for 54 hours, The simi- 
larity to current demands of CIO automo- 
bile workers is obvious. 


Controls Thrown Over 


Congress, too, acted true to form by 
making the United States Employment 
Service the target of ill-directed economies. 
Its appropriations were so slashed after 
World War I as to reduce it to impotency. 


Congress likewise compelled the prema- 
ture dissolution of the War Labor Board, 
and attempts at price control by war 
agencies were discontinued after’ the 
armistice. Industries were left to work out 
their price problems as best they could. 
The Government tried with little success to 
support voluntary stabilization agreements, 


As most of us know, the result of this 


hands-off policy was at first a period of 
hesitation, retarding recovery and result- 
ing in a rather pronounced temporary de- 
pression. That was followed by an unbal- 
anced speculative upturn, bringing with it 
inflationary advances in wholesale and 
retail prices, and necessitating re-imposi- 
tion of controls. 


State fair price committees were set up, 
and legislation against profiteering and 
hoarding was passed, The President even 
asked Congress to continue and broaden 
the food control powers which had been 
dropped, and made abortive efforts to set 
up an industrial conference for labor rela- 
tions to take the place of the defunct War 
Labor Board. 


Belated Expedients Failed 


The threat of a coal! strike led to revival 
of the Fuel Administration. The Secretary 
of the Treasury, reversing his earlier stand, 
urged resumption of aid to Europe. 


By that time, however, it was too late to 
avert catastrophe, The period of inflation 
ended abruptly with a smashing drop in 
prices, to the accompaniment of industrial 
stagnation, severe declines in farm income 
and spreading unemployment. 


We pulled out of the depression of 1921 
with surprising rapidity, considering the 
drastic readjustments that had to be ef- 
fected. Nevertheless, the nation experi- 
enced several years of turmoil that would 
have been made less tempestuous, or might 
even have been years of comparative sta- 
bility, had the transition from war to peace 
been less abrupt. 


The lesson drawn from our own recent 
history is too obvious to call for elucida- 
tion, Equally obvious is the fact that we 
have learned little from past experience. 


THE SHAPE OF THINGS IN ASIA 
From The Nation. 

A specter is haunting the imperial na- 
tions, the specter of virile Asiatic nation- 
alism,. Under the jarring impact of war, 
deep fissures have appeared in the onerous 
colonial system, fissures which the resur- 
gent nationalist movements may broaden 
into a complete crackup. It is no flight of 
rhetoric to say that one-fourth of mankind 
--the colonial peoples of Asia—are on the 
march under mature and effective leader- 
ship. 

The growth and development of these 
movements in Burma, Indo-China, Indone- 
sia, Malaya and other colonial areas during 
the recent past are an exciting and impor- 
tant but little-known part of contemporary 
history. It is of the greatest import that 
virtually all these submerged countries have 
made substantial progress toward uniting 
disparate political, religious and national 
groups on a common anti-imperialist and 
anti-feudal platform, 

These new liberation coalitions are not 
to be dissuaded by pontifical Dutch prom- 
ises, high-blown French phrases or involved 
British constitutional trickery. They will 
accept only substantial and constructive re- 
forms looking to early independence, 


A Sound Reply to Hayek 
By a British Economist 


“Freedom Under Planning.” by Barbara Wootton. 
(University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill, N. C.) 


A decade ago, the London Spectator 
wrote of Miss Wootton, “On the warpath 
she is a delight.” The statement still holds 
true, 

In the preface to her new book, she says, 
“This essay is an attempt to say a little on 
a very large, very pressing and generally 
neglected subject.” The question for which 
she seeks an answer is, Does all public 
planning—the planning and supervision of 
production by the state—lead in the end 
toward totalitarianism? 

The topic is both timely and well chosen. 
Labor's rise to power in England and the 
growing prominence of leftist movements 
in France, Italy and the Soviet-dominated 
Balkans increasingly pose the query, 
Whither government planning?

Barbara Wootton (Mrs. George P. 
Wright) is no novice at economic theory. 
Schooled in the theories of the Fabian 
Society, she first tackled the subject in 
“Plan or No Plan” (1935) and touched on 
it again in “Lament for Economics” (1938). 

Her new book is in good part a rebuttal 
to “The Road to Serfdom,” by the Austrian 
exile, Dr, Friedrich A, von Hayek, who 
advances the theory that England and 
other Western nations are likely to suffer 
the same fate as Germany by abandoning 
individualism, liberalism, freedom, for 
Government regulation. He denounces So- 
cialist planning, and warns that it paves 
the way for dictatorship. 

Miss -Wootton examines Hayek's argu- 
ments, and refutes them by distinguishing 
between desirable and undesirable types of 
planning. She emphasizes the large areas 
of agreement between the platforms of all 
political parties, pointing out that “no 
party upholds or condones hunger, slum 
living or unemployment.” Otherwise, ‘“some- 
body is telling a crashing load of lies.” 


. * * 


By the end of the book, she has demon- 
atrated in lucid fashion that it is possible 
to have economic planning without the loss 
of civil and personal liberty, and that it 
need not be regarded as a fate worse than 
death by even such holders of wealth as 
the Duke of Westminster. 

This is not a book to be read casually. 
It must be studied and weighed to under- 
stand the implications of the reasoning. 
Some of the examples Miss Wootton cites 
may be obscure to the American layman, 
since they deal with the vagaries of Eng- 
lish politica] parties and loca] government. 
Except for this small point, the monograph 
is of marked merit and an ideal tonic for 
all those who see in state planning the 
road to ruin.

There was no formal rupture. 
But contact between Moscow, 
London and Washington became 
too slight and too uninformative 
for the practical purposes of pol- 
ity-making and negotiation. 

There was no break in diplo- 
matic relations, but there has 
been what is tantamount to a 


break in diplomatic intercourse. 
Soviet diplomatic officials abroad, 


took a line which came very near 
to being one of non-participation 
in the machinery of international 
action which exists to deal with 
the postwar world. 


Strategy in Iran. 


It appeared as if the Soviet 
Union had dug in and was in- 
tending to wait. But there are 
now indications that, during these 
weeks of darkness and obscurity, 
a decision has been made: in Mos- 
cow to take the initiative, not only 
as in the latter stages of the war 
in the Soviet sphere of influence in 
Europe, but beyond it. 

The uprising in Northern Iran 
against the Tehran Government 
could hardly have occurred with- 
out at least the tacit approval of 
local Soviet officials. This will 
give the British Government an- 
other critica] question to worry 
about along with the Indonesian 
rebellion, the agitation in Burma, 
the dangerous tension in the Mid- 
die East, the situation in India 
and in Egypt. 

The Iranian uprising is neatly 
timed as the prelude to the nego- 
tiations in which Great Britain is 
backing the Turks in opposing the 
Soviet demands at the Dar- 
danelles. 

It is highly probable that here 
is, in part at least, Moscow’s retort 
to what it regards as Mr. Bevin’s 
intrusion in the Soviet sphere of 
influence in the Balkans, It con- 
sists in an intrusion by Moscow 
into the British sphere of influ- 
ence. 


Communist Line in France. 


But that is not the whole picture 
of what has been happening since 
the failure of the London Confer- 
ence—during the weeks marked 
by the President’s Navy day 
speech, his remarks about the 
atomic bomb, and so forth and 80 
forth. The action of the Com- 
munist party in France is an in- 
ternational event of great signifi- 
cance, and it is impossible to sup- 
pose that it is unconnected with 
the general deterioration of Al- 
lied affairs.

This is a reasonably clear indi- 
cation that these were votes 
of protest and in favor of 
radical internal measures, rather 
than for international Commu- 
nism. But the party leaders, who 
were not nominated though they 
were elected by the voters, do fol- 
low the Moscow line in Paris just 
as the Daily Worker and William 
Z. Foster follow it in New York. 

It is, therefore, highly signifi- 
cant that they have now chal- 
lenged the national leadership of 
Gen. De Gaulle, presenting pre- 
cisely those demands to him 
which a national leader of France 
could not accept in the present 
alignment of the world, 


The Record of De Gaulle. 


To accept them would be to 
bring the Soviet diplomatic power 
right across Europe, and to make 
it impossible to act with any true 
independence of Moscow. 

The naked meaning of this 
move cannot be disguised by any 
sort of contention that the Soviets 
have as good a right to have 
influence .in Paris as Britain or 
the United States. 

For the record is plain that 
Gen. De Gaulle has never com- 
promised the independence of 
France in favor of Britain or the 
United States. This truly remark- 
able man risked the wrath of 
Churchill and Roosevelt in the 
darkest days of French history 
rather than compromise the inde- 
pendence of France, and he is in- 
vulnerable when now he refuses 
to compromise French independ- 
ence at the demand of M. Thorez. 
There will be many to say that 
the aggressive turn in _ Soviet 
policy is nothing new; that this 
was always the Soviet policy, and 
that the only thing new about it 
is that the war is over, and there- 
fore the opportunity to follow it is 
greater. Perhaps so.

RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 
DENOUNCED BY RABBIS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
The Commission on Justice and 
Peace of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis in a state- 
ment denounced racial discrim- 
ination and called for freedom of 
India and the Dutch East Indies. 

Rabbi Ferdinand Isserman of 
Temnvile Israel, St. Louis, who 
‘presided at a two-day conference 
‘vrroup, said the report on 
racial discrimination was not “a 
|plea against anti-semitism, — but 
a plea for all the oppressed peo- 
ple of the world.” 

The conference asked for free- 
dom of Asiatic peoples in de- 
claring that the United States 
“today seems to be lending its 
influence to the re-subjugation of 
hundreds of millions of colonials, 
by force of arms where neces- 
sary.”

Three Bad Mistakes. 


This, I repeat, is natural. Vio- 
lence engenders violence.

If, today, the situation stems 
more serious, the worsening is 
due to the war-time attempt by 
the leaders of the three big powers 
to establish peace upon the three 
legs of a ridiculous and immoral 
doctrine. These three legs—which 
apparently received their final 
formulation at Yalta—are roughly 
as follows: 

1, The three big victorious pow- 
ers should, having defeated Hit-

According to the same 
shaky “principles,” instead of re- 
ferring the Indo-Chinese and Jav- 
anese claims to independence to 
the United Nations, Britain and 
France are bombing and shooting 
down the “rebels.” 


Whose Sharge Is China? 


When the U. S. A. and the Soviet 
Union intervene on opposite sides 
in a Chinese civil war, it must be 
laid to failure to “define” China's 


ler, move into his place and im- 
pose their peace upon the rest 
of the world by force. 

2. The three big powers should 
then divide the world into zones 
of influence (preferably, dis- 
guised as “areas of natural para- 
mountcy”) within which each of 
the three would be boss. 

3. The three big powers “re- 
aponsible” for maintaining world 
peace have a natural right to 
“friendly” governments along their 
borders—regardless of any desires 
of the border peoples. 


Doubts About “Realism.” 


This Yalta doctrine the Big 
Three spokesmen called “realism.” 
They had no difficulty in finding 
champions to defend it, particu- 
larly in the Soviet Union. But at 
least two of the three must have 
had their doubts. 

Actually, it is difficult to imag- 
ine a more immoral and less prac- 
tical doctrine. It was hardly ac- 
cepted at Yalta when it began to 
ereak. In Eastern Europe it has 
gone on creaking ever since, mak- 
ing not for friendship but for mu- 
tual hostility between the big 
countries. 

Thanks to this doctrine, Moscow 
and Washington were able _ to 
emasculate the United Nations Or- 
ganization with the knife of “veto 


position. At times, China figures 
as a “great power”’—obviously in 
nobody’s “area of paramountcy.” 
At other moments, the New York 
Herald Tribune does not hesitate 
to compare China to a Mexico or 
Cuba on Russia's border. If so, 
Moscow's right to a “friendly” 
government in Nanking seems un- 
assailable. So, too, is Washing- 
ton’s thesis that China lies on the 
western border of the American 
“zone”’—the Pacific ocean—and 
should have a government “friend- 
ly” to us, 

Finally, Moscow’s latest act in 
first encouraging an uprising of 
the Azerbaijanees of northern 
Iran and then refusing to permit 
Iranese troops to enter and put it 
down, is entirely right and proper. 
Northern Iran is contiguous to the 
Soviet Union. What happens there 
is clearly nobody’s business. 

If you accept the Yalta doctrine 
of Big-Three bossism, the world is 
full of delicious, still unexploded 
possibilities. . . South of the 
Caucasus, the Soviets might start 
“liberating” the Kurds of Iran, 
Iraq and Turkey, 

India may explode, and Korea. 
Norway is alarmed over alleged 
Soviet claims to Spitzbergen, Den- 
mark to Soviet sojourn to Born- 
holm island. 

It would be perfect Yalta doe- 
trine even if it did not make for 


peace.

The market was broader than 
vesterday’s. Of the 986 issues sell- 
ing, 642 were higher, 184 lower and 
160 unchanged.

Twelve graham crackers,

NEW YORK, ~ Monday. | 

WAS interested to see today 
| that Mayor LaGuardia had 

called a meeting of labor, con- 
tractors and investors, all of whom 
are interested in building. They 
might start giving New York 
City some of the new housing we 
need, if they could just get to- 
gether and overcome their timid- 
ity. It is natural that those who 
are at present putting bids on 
buildings should be a little nervous 
unless they actually know what 
materials are available and what 
the cost of these materials will 
be. Here is where I think the 
Federal Government, if it wishes 
to see the country start on the 
necessary building program, must 
step in immediately and furnish 
the necessary information to con- 
tractors, 

After the last war, which lasted 
a far shorter time than this one, 
we went through the same diffi- 
culties on housing problems and 
delayed our building of state in- 
stitutions for so long that the 
overcrowding became a complete 
disgrace, I am speaking now, of 
course, about the State of New 
York, but if I remember rightly 
the same conditions existed 
throughout the nation. 

WITH THAT KNOWLEDGE in 
mind, it seems - tragic that we 
should be doing the same thing 
over again, the people in institu- 
tions who suffer because of Siate 
and Federal government negli- 
gence cannot defend themselves: 
As inmates of these institutions, 
they are helpless victims, The 
people who need housing today, 
however, are citizens able to 
speak for themselves and to use 
their ballot. Returning veterans 
are doing their share in present- 
ing their needs in the housing 
ficld. They should be supported 
by civilians in urban and rural 
areas who know that the need 
exists, 

This is in no way a party mat- 
ter, and politics should not enter 
into it. But anything may be used 
for political purposes, and so we 
should serve notice alike on Re- 
publicans and Democrats in of- 
fice that meeting our building 
needs is a strictly business propo- 
sition and we do not wish it re- 
garded as a political weapon. 

SO FAR, in the General Motors 
strike, I think the labor represen- 
tatives are showing a more pub- 
lic-spirited attitude than the com- 
pany officials, Why should any- 
one in any business these days re- 
fuse to conduct further negotia- 
tions, if these will lead to produc- 
tion? When labor is willing to 
have the Government conciliators 
present, there should be no ob- 
jection It looks as though the 
company officials were not inter- 
ested in production. Of course, 
we know that it would probably 
not hurt the company financially 
if they were not to be in active 
production until the first of the 
year. But even if they do not lose 
money, they should be interested 
in the public. 

We are anxious to get new cars, 
and we are also anxious to see 
the resumption of work in all lines 
of business production in this 
country. It is bad for the morale 
of the rest of the world when we 
do not produce.

Trip Through Army Hospital Train 


“Spirits of the Wounded and Sick Are So Good They Make Us Ashamed of Ourselves”

S the 12-car train with the red 
A crosses and the _ identifying 

»™ “Second Service Command Hos- 
pital Train” printed on its sides, 
inched its way backward along 
track four in the Union Sta- 
tion yard, three Red Cross work- 
ers at the gate busily unpacked 
boxes and hampers, arranged 
trays of chewing gum, candy, and, 
of all things, delectable pumpkin 
pies. The train, which had come 
from New York and would con- 
tinue to various Southwestern 
stops, would be here an hour and 
while the train was being serviced, 
the 150 wounded men on board 
would be visited by the workers. 
For the first time a reporter and 
photographer would be allowed to 
board the train with them and we 
stood by shiveringly, with the 
other unofficial members of the 
group. 

“You don't have to worry about 
the spirits of the men on the 
train,” Mrs. John D. Hayward, 
chairman of the 100 hospital train 
workers drawn from various vol- 
unteer special services, assured 
us. “They're always in good spir- 
its, so much so they make us 
ashamed of ourselves. And they’re 
very appreciative—we have a won- 
derful collection of letters from 
men who've gone through here 
and written to thank us after- 
wards.” 

The train came to a stop and 
the commanding officer, Capt. 
Tim Chock, medical officer from 
Hawaii, met us, along with Lieut. 
John T. Moore, mess officer who 
was getting off to shop, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Magill, Red Cross work- 
er with the train. We were briefed 
by Mrs. Magill, a pretty, cheerful- 
ly efficient girl in slacks and 
topcoat, her blond hair done up in 
tidy braids, 

“We have some battle casualties 
on this train,” she said, “I have 
a stack of telegrams to send 
while we're here but I'll find time 
to take you around.” 

As we boarded the first of the 
Army’s new specially built hos- 
pital cars, the men lying in the 
triple decked beds brightened 
noticeably, though not so much at 
the sight of visitors as at the 
sight of the tray of pumpkin pies. 
There was a lot of laughing and 
kidding as Corp. Hilbert Glene- 
winkle posed obligingly for pho- 
tographers, reaching for a pie, and 
finally, after the third reach, ac- 
tually got to keep it. We took 
notes on Corp. Glenewinkle while 
Corp. Glenewinkle took notes on 
the pie. 

“I’m from San Antonio,” he 
said, “Yep. my folks know I’m 
coming home—boy, that really is 
a pie... Yeah, I was in the ETO— 
mmm mmm, does that smell good 
—hey, you guys, stay back» there,” 
as a pincers attack became ap- 
parent, “This pie’s all mine.” 

We followed the workers along 
watching them add to the atatis- 
tics of 45,000 candy bars, 16,000 
packs of cigarettes, 28,000 cups of 
ice cream, which have been dis- 
tributed since the service was 
started in October, 1944. 

In the next car there was Aa 
unanimous show of hands for the 
contents of the trays and Chap- 
lain Oscar E, Hill, from Norman, 
Okla., acted as referee. Like all 
the men in this car, Capt. Hill 
was on his way from a European 
theater port of debarkatiqn to 
Brooke General Hospital, Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas,

West led the aiamond king, and 
when dummy’s singleton ap- 
peared, shifted to the club nine. 
Tle queen was put up, and on the 
theory that East might have all 
the outstanding trumps, declarer 
led the trump queen. This was 
not a good play—a low trump to- 
ward the closed hand, with the 
10 played if East followed suit, 
would have been a safety play 
against two trump losers, what- 
ever the break was—but, as it 
happened, when East followed suit 
with the jack it became obvious 
that West had the guarded king. 
This was information that was 
well worti. having, but South did 
not put it to use. Having cap- 
tured the spade jack he left the 
kin; at large, then cashed his 
clubs, discarding hearts from 
dummy. West ruffed the fourth 
club with the spade king and 
exited with his lone heart. South 
let the lead come around to his 
own hand, but unfortunately, East 
showed up with the king, for the 
setting trick. 

Knowing where the spade king 
lay, declarer had virtually a guar- 
anteed line of play. He should 
have ruffed his remaining dia- 
mond, then cashed two more 
clubs. West had started with two 
spades, and surely he had at least 
seven diamonds for his bidding. 
If he had only two clubs and 
could ruff the third round, then 
he probably had two hearts and 
might be forced to lead away 
from the king. If, however, West 
followed suit to three clubs, de- 
clarer would have a cinch, Now, 
West could not have more than 
one heart, and declarer would 
merely have to cash the heart 
ace, taking West's exit away from 
him, before throwing him on lead 
with the trump king and forcing 
him to return a diamond.
